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2. THE UNITED STATES IS CONCERNED AT THE LEVEL (DOLLARS 
206.8 MILLION) BEING PROPOSED BY THE FAO DIRECTOR GENERAL 
FOR 1978-79 BUT EVEN MORE CONCERNED THAT INCLUDED THEREIN 
IS A PROPOSED DOLLARS 20 MILLION FOR CONTINUATION OF 

A TECHNICAL COOPERATION PROGRAM (TCP) WHICH WAS INSTITUTED 
IN 1976 THROUGH THE USE OF SAVINGS IN THE PROGRAM APPROVED 
FOR THE 1976/77 BIENNIUM. WHILE THE UNITED STATES SUPPORT- 
ED THE TCP ON AN EXPERIMENTAL BASIS FOR 1976/77, DESPITE 
THE VALID OBJECTIONS OF SOME OTHER PRINCIPAL DONORS, IT 
IS Cl .EAR TO US THAT FAO NOW REGARDS THE PROGRAM AS A 
PERMANENT FEATURE. NEW RESOURCES, RATHER THAN SAVINGS IN 
STAFF, MEETINGS AND PUBLICATIONS ARE BEING REQUESTED. OUR 

JUDGMENT IS THAT FUNDING TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE FROM BOTH 
VOLUNTARY AND ASSESSED BUDGETS CAN ONLY FRAGMENT, AND 
BRING CONFUSION TO, OVERALL UN DEVELOPMENT EFFORTS. WE 
BELIEVE EFFECTIVENESS REQUIRES ONE CENTRAL FUND FOR THE 
PROVISION OF TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE. THE UNDP IS BEST 
EQUIPPED TO BE THAT CENTRAL SOURCE. BEYOND THAT WE 
HAVE ALREADY RECEIVED U.S. LEGISLATIVE CRITICISM OVER 
THE MULTIPLICITY OF SOURCES FOR UN SYSTEM TECHNICAL

3. THE UNITED STATES WANTS TO CONTINUE TO INCREASE U.S.

ANCE THROUGH A WELL COORDINATED AND EFFECTIVELY MANAGED 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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SYSTEM. WE ARE CONVINCED THAT FURTHER FUNDING OF 
TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE FROM ASSESSED BUDGETS WILL ENDANGER 
OUR ABILITY TO INCREASE OR POSSIBLY SUSTAIN THIS SUPPORT. 

4. THE DIRECTOR-GENERAL S DECISION TO CONTINUE THE TCP 
BEYOND 1977 PRESENTS A DILEMMA FOR US. WE CAN NOT ACCEPT 
IT YET WE DO NOT WANT TO APPEAR UNSUPPORTIVE OF DR. 

SAOUMA OR THE FAO. THE DIRECTOR GENERAL IS TRYING 

TO MAKE FAO MORE ACTION ORIENTED AND DESERVES OUR FULLEST 
SUPPORT. HOWEVER, OUR CLOSE STUDY OF THE SITUATION HAS 
LED US TO CONCLUDE THAT THE CONTINUATION OF THE TCP IS 
NOT IN THE LONG TERM INTERESTS OF FAO AND ITS MEMBERS, 
INCLUDING THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. 

5. THE UNITED STATES HAS INCREASED, AND WOULD LIKE TO

GREATER RESOURCES IN UNDP AND THE IMPROVED ADMINISTRATION

6. THE UNITED STATES RECOGNIZES THE DIRECTOR-GENERAL CAN 
ONLY RISK WITHDRAWING A PROGRAM WHICH PROVIDES DIRECT

IN THE LONG TERM INTEREST OF THESE COUNTRIES AND FAO TO 
DO SO. WE BELIEVE WE HAVE NO ALTERNATIVE TO

INFORMATION WE HAVE BEEN ABLE TO ACQUIRE CONCERNING THE
